1 . Claims 1 1 and 1 3-1 5 are allowable over art. 

2 . Claims 1-10, 12, and 16-20 are cancelled by applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 11 and 13-15 are allowed. 

4 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

In the Final office action (6/2/2008), there were some claims allowable 
over art and the remainder finally rejected. In the Amendment after Final 
(7/30/2008), applicant overcame the Final rejection by cancelling the 
previously rejected claims. Thus, under MPEP 714.12 in accordance to 37 CFR 
1.116, claims 1 1 and 13-15 will be entered since the amendment is made by 
cancelling claims or complying with any requirement of form expressly set forth 
in the previous office action. Therefore, places the application with claims 1 1 
and 13-15 in condition for allowance.
